Tariff Change 


WASHINGTON, DC., Dec. 3.—Can- | 
adian and Australian customs laws, | 


which are said to operate to the Gis- 
edvantage of United States railways 


and shipping ports, have been receiv- | 


ing the careful attention of the Unit- 
ed States shipping board, which in 
its twelfth annual report outlines re- 
medial meas es that congress is ex- 
pected to put through at an early 
Gate. 

In order to offset the effect of the 
Canadian customs provision which 
extends preferential tariffs only to 
goods imported through Canadian 
ports, the shipping board proposes a 
special duty of 10 per cent on all 
articles imported “through contiguous 
foreign country and trans-shipped in- 
to the United State The proposal 
provides for suspension of the special 
duty on order of the president “in 
tavor of any foreign contiguous coun- 
try whose customs duties are the same 


if its imports arrive at one of its own |
